Ad event in ohurch circles next week 
will be the annual meeting of the North 
New Jereey Baptist Association, which 
will be held in the First Baptist Church 
of this town on Wednesday and Thurs¬ 
day. This association embraces about 
sixty churches and takes in Hudson, 
Morris, Passaic, Sussex, and Warren 
Counties and Essex County exclusive of 
Newark. - In addition to jthe pastor a 
number of churches will be represented 
by several members of the congregation 
and the gathering will bring between 
900 and 400 people to town. 

As this town is centrally located the 
larger portion of the visitors will be able 
to go to and from their homes each day. 
About sixty of them will remain in town 
and enjoy the hospitalities of members 
of the First Baptist Church. 

The meetings promise to be specially 
interesting. The annual sermon will be 
preached by the Rev. E. MacMian of 
Jersey City on Wednesday at 10 ▲. X. 
The evening meeting on Wednesday will 
be a Young People’s meeting. Addresses 
will be delivered by the Rev. J. L. Camp¬ 
bell of New York and by the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas MacClyment of Newark. On 
Thursday morning special attention will 
be given to the William Carey Centenary 
of Foreign Missions. On Thursday after¬ 
noon a sermon will be preached by the 
Rev. J. A. Chambliss, D. D., of East 
Orange.

Meeting of tbe Monutninnlde 
Hoepitnl A***elatioa. 

A large gathering of the people in 
teres ted in the affairs of the Mountain¬ 
side Hospital were present at the annual 
meeting of the Hospital Association in 
the Montclair Congregational Church on 
Tuesday night. 

The reports of the President, Secre¬ 
tary and Treasurer defined the policy 
and scope of the work of the hospital; 
told of tbe needs of increased finances 
to keep pace with the demands of the 
work, and were of an encouraging 
character. The growth of the institu¬ 
tion was shown; how It bad steadily in¬ 
creased In a short time. The Treasurer’s 
accounts showed assets exceeding $10,- 
000. The report of the medical staff 
showed that 131 patients have been 
treated during the year at the hoepital, 
of whom only eight have died. 

J. 0. Wells of New York, made an In¬ 
teresting address. He asked the au 
dtence to keep In mind the hospital 
during his talk, although he had little to 
say directly about it. 

The benevoleot work In which he was 
engaged in New York city in in the same 
spirit of the work of those helping the 
hoepital, and he gave a short account of 
it. He also said that at one time he 
was taken siok at a hotel. When ad¬ 
vised to go to an hospital he shuddered, 
as an idea of entering such an Institu 
tion had always been repulsive to him; 
but he found there the oomforts of 
home.
